Different attestation processes can be 
needed for other papers (marriage certificates, birth certificates, and so forth). 


Procedure for HRD Certificate Attestation 


e Submit your verified documents to the HRD department of your issuing state. 
This typically involves visiting their office or using an authorized agency. 
Pay the required fees. 
Wait for processing. Although it can take longer, processing usually takes one to 
two weeks.

Home 
department attestation is a sort of home country attestation that is necessary for both 
educational and non-educational certifications. Some foreign countries, such as Saudi 
Arabia, Oman, and Qatar, strictly prohibit the use of non-Home Department-verified 
certificates. 


The authenticity of your document in the destination country is enhanced by home 
department attestation, which is used for a variety of purposes, including job 
applications, higher education applications, migration applications, business 
applications, school admission applications, resident visa applications, financial 
applications, and so on. Only after a comprehensive verification process can the home 
department issue an attestation. Attestation from the home department gives the 
document credibility. 


Which Documents Require Home Department Attestation? 


Generally, this covers non-educational credentials including medical certificates as well 
as personal documents like police clearance, marriage, and birth certificates. HRD, MEA, 
and Embassy attestation are frequently required for degree certificates and other 
educational credentials, in that order of importance. 


Documents required for Home Department Attestation 


Get your documents photocopied. Keep the originals safe and submit photocopies for 
the attestation process. 


Get necessary signatures and verification. Depending on the state, you may need to: 
Get your documents verified by a Regional Notary. 


Get a countersignature from the Sub-Divisional Magistrate (SDM) or the Home 
Department. The Home Department Attestation is useful in this situation. 


Procedure for Home Department Attestation 


e Submit your verified documents to the Home Department of your issuing state. 
This typically involves visiting their office or using an authorized agency. 


e Pay the required fees. 
e Wait for processing.Although processing times can vary, they usually take one to 
two weeks.
